Nations. Currently the United States 
pays about 35 per cent of U.N. 
expenses—far

other nation. 
The decision stunned Teipei. The 
government had expected the move 
but the people were surprised and 


their first thoughts were of survival 
of the island nation coveted by the 
mainland Chinese as a province of 
China. Some expressed fear of an 
eventual Communist takeover. 
There

government 
statements. 
Taipei 
war content to rest on the farewell 
statement of Foreign Minister Chow 
Shu-kai who dramatically led the 
Nationalists out of the assembly 
before the crushing 76 to 35 vote, 
with 17 absententions.

Nationalist China helped found in 
1945 had become 
a circus.

he staged a walkout of such dignity 
that

WASHINGTON (UPI) -S ens. 
Mike Mansfield and Hugh Scott, 
the Democratic and Republican 
leaders of the Senate, joined 
today in calling for a cut in U.S. 
contributions 
to 
the 
United 
Nations. But both contended 
expulsion of Taiwan was not the 
reason. 
Some other senators served 
notice that they would attempt 
to push through legislation to 
reduce the American payments 
to the U.N. because of Monday's 
ouster 
of 
the 
Nationalist 
Chinese government. 
Mansfield and Scott said they 
were deeply disappointed by the 
vote. 
Mansfield said, “ I have felt 
for a long time that we were 
contributing entirely too much 
to the United Nations. If I did 
vote to reduce contributions, it 
would not be on the basis of the 
action taken by the U.N. last 
night.” 


Scott said his support for less 
U.S. aid to the U.N. also was a 
long-held 
position. 
But

criticized some U.N. members 
that

accepting generous U.S. help 
and then voting against the 
American effort to keep Tai­ 
wan.

American convoy 
ambushed by V. C. 


SAIGON (UPI)—The Viet Cong 
ambushed an American convoy in 
daylight on a “ safe" highway 50 
miles northwest of Saigon today, 
killing one American and wounding 
two in the second such ambush in 
two days. It was the first ground 
fighting 
involving 
Americans 
in 
three weeks. 


The 
Communists 
struck 
with 
rocket grenades and heavy mortars 
as the convoy snaked along Highway 
20 and the Americans were forced to 
call in helicopters and artillery to 
drive off the attackers. Two 10 ton 
trucks were destroyed before the 
Communists fled 
without known 
casualties. 


Vietnamese spokesmen reported a 
series of other daylight attacks 
around 
the 
capital 
and 
the 
g overnm ent 
began 
tightening 
security in advance of the Sunday 
inauguration of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu The Communists usually 
use such an occasion to mount 
harassing attacks. 


Thousands of troops and combat 
and city police began setting up one 
of the tightest security systems in 
the history of the country for the 
inauguration. Guards were mounted 
on 
rooftops and an 
agent 
told 
residents 
of 
one 
building 
the 
instructions were simple: 


"If you go out on the roof, or we 
see you in the window, we will shoot 
you." 


Military observers noted the rash 
of day light attacks near Saigon and 
suggested 
the Communists were 
trying to show strength around the 
capital. Intelligence officers said 
Red Units in up to battalion strength 
have infiltrated from Cambodia for 
such actions. 
On Monday Communist troops laid 
a daylight ambush for a South 
Veitnamese army payroll convoy, 
wounding 11 men but failing to seize 


the money. In a third incident, 
terrorists tossed a hand grenade into 
a police station three miles north of 
Saigon, wounding tour militiamen 
and one policeman.

Lompoc water needs • 
Lompoc Dam project or Salsipuedes project?

In August, Thomas M Stetson, consulting engineer lor the Santa Ynez 
Water Conservation District, suggested that the City of Lompoc give up on 
the proposed Lompoc Project and turn instead to a project on the 
Salsipuedes. 
Documents setting forth Stetson’s recommendations were made public 
for the first time a week ago, although directors of the water district got the 
word much sooner. 
Stetson suggested that the city “ Investigate through the Santa Barbara 
County Water Agency and the Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District the feasibility of a Salsipuedes Project to obtain supplemental 
water and create a recreational facility” 
The recommendation is one of many that have been made in the 
continuing effort over the years to plan for future water needs. What impact 
Stetson’s proposals will have is uncertain in an increasingly complex 
* political scene. 
Before the Bureau of Reclamation zeroed in on the Lompoc Project a few 
years ago, engineers examined the possibility of using Salsipuedes and set 


the idea aside because it lacked the potential of the project at the Narrows. 
There have been some who contend that the Bureau never gave more than a 
cursory sideglance at Salsipuedes before putting all their bets on the 
Lompoc Project. 
Richard Henning, former water district director and something of an 
expert on the State Water Project, has some thoughts on Stetson's 
recommendations. 
Henning is no stranger to the proposals for Salsipuedes. 
Shortly before he left the board he suggested the possible use of the 
Salsipuedes Basin as a holding reservoir lor Lompoc Project water instead 
of the proposed Cabrillo Reservoir. The holding reservoir is the last 
waystop for project water before it would be piped to the city s water 
treatm ent plant. 
Stetson said at the time that Hennings suggestion would be impractical 
Henning is one of those who feels the Bureau should have given greater 
consideration to Salsipuedes. in the first place, but that it isn’t too late to 
retrace our steps. 
There are several advantages and several disadvantages to Stetson’s 
suggestion, in Henning’s view For one thing it would have only one-fourth 


of the capacity of Lompoc Project; and considering the revised yield 
figures for the Lompoc Project with the flood control eliminated, would be 
even less attractive. 
But Henning has other reservations. 
"What concerns me on the Salsipuedes proposal is a peculiar situation on 
stream flows," he said this week “ For example what per cent of the water 
available from Salsipuedes — about 5.000 acre feet annually — actually 
comes downstream to help recharge the underground basin'.’" 
In other words it’s speculative in Henning’s view whether the city could 
realize 5.000 a f annually from Salsipuedes. 
Dam up the tributary and you block off the supply that has traditionally 
benefited the Lompoc* area in dry years particularly. “To get a yield figure 
more realistic than the 5,000 a.i., you’d have to subtract the amount that is 
presently flowing into the Lompoc basin." 
On the other hand Henning believes the use of Salsipuedes would alleviate 
any possible water shortage in the Lompoc Plains for a period of years. In 
combination with the importation of State Project water and-or desalt 
water there would be enough water to satisfy needs for years to come.

four days. 
Cuban prem ier Fidel Castro planned a 
big welcome for Kosygin’s second visit. 


A Radio Havana broadcast monitored in 
Miami said a “ m ass mobilization’’ of 
workers was underway to receive Kosygin, 
and Castro personally invited a group of 
peasants 
from 
the 
Sierra 
Maestra 
Mountains to join the welcome. Details of 
Kosygin's stay were not announced. 


Kosygin paid a surprise visit to Cuba in 
June. 1967, on his wav home from meeting 
with President Lyndon B. 
Johnson at 
Glassboro.

Cuban-Soviet relations 
were strained at the tim e and the welcome 
then was cool

S v o b o d a ! t h e 
Russian word for freedom. 
Kosygin stopped for a moment and asked 
his interpreter what was happening. The 
interpreter explained that this was yet 
another demonstration. When the couple 
was hustled out of the great hall of the 
Ontario Science Center, Kosygin resumed 
his address. 
Outside the building, an estim ated 10,000 


to 12.000 dem onstrators representing va­ 
rious anti-Soviet and religious groups, 
m arched in protest. 


Half an hour before Kosygin started to 
speak, police on horseback waded into one 
group of protesters and took m ore than 20 
persons into custody. Children shrieked 
and people ran about in confusion as the 
horsemen, backed by about 40 patrolm en 
on foot, pushed the crowd back 


Calm was restored in a few minutes. A 
police spokesman said he knew of “ no

The association leaders indicate they will accept wage 
boost recommendations of the county administration — 
averaging 24 per cent effective last July 5 — in view of 
federal approval under the administration's wage-price 
freeze that began last August. 
Zack L. Stringer. SBCEA manager, said the association 
has been notified by Administrative Officer Raymond D 
Johnson 
of 
the 
“ green 
light" 
given 
the county’s 
controversial pav adjustment ordinance retroactive to July 
5. 
This allows the county administration implement the 
ordinance on the basis of its survey of comparable counties' 
wage boost offers effective the first part of last July 
Previously. SBCEA. the Sheriff's Relief and Benefit 
Assn 
and the Social Workers Union (AFL-CIO) had 
protested the recommendations as being too low and the 
result of an incomplete survey. 
SBCEA is now the first to indicate it will accept the 
present recommendations. 


“ Half a loaf at this time of wage treezes is certainly 
better than none," one spokesman said “ But we will 
continue to ask the county administration to meet and 
confer on fringe benefit items.“ SBCEA still feels, it was 
added, the county administration s recommendations, 
which would provide for no increases foi many employes 
and up to 7 4 per cent for a small number, did not embrace 
the eight-eounty sample under county policy. 
There was no indication today whether the social 
workers union would agree with the county employes' 
association stand 


It was fairly certain the Sheriff's Relief and benefit 
Assn. won't agree For one thing, the sheriff's group feels it 
was largely excluded from any pay raises, with sheriff s 
deputies offered no raise at all 
Also, it was stressed the sheritt's association’s court 
action holding the county salary ordinance invalid is still 
pending in Superior Court.

Vikings nip Colts 


Dalton soon an Angel? 


The Cabrillo Conquistadores are 
like a tenacious door to door vacuum 
cleaner salesman trying to ring up a 
sale. 
The Conqs got their foot planted 
solidly in the Northern League 
doorway Friday night when they 
toyed with the once-proud San Luis 
Obispo High Tigers, winning 14-0. 
“Sure they got their foot in the 
door,” some say. “ But that's the 
easy part. Let’s see them make the 
sale (Leaguechampionship).” 
Granted, the Tigers aren’t the 
cream of the crop in the Northern 
League, but nobody ever sold a 
vacuum with the door slammed in 
their face. 
And in a short five-game schedule, 
an opening game win puts the 
Hillmen clear inside the house, 
grinning 
at 
the 
perspective 
customer. 
“ As long as we keep winning, 
we’ll be in first place,” shrewdly 
analyzed the Cabrillo head coach. 
Evert Jones. 
“ We didn’t have a great deal of 
trouble with them” , admitted Jones. 
“Our biggest trouble was ourselves. 
We were doing things that will hurt 
us against a good team . ’ ’ 
Among the Conqs’ shortcomings 
were eight big penalties. Two of 
them cost Cabrillo 
half of its 
touchdown production for the night. 
But the Jonesmen had plenty of 
leeway over the Tigers who couldn’t 
get on the scoreboard with a hook 
and ladder truck. The Obispos have 
been whitewashed more often than 
Tom Sawyer’s fence. It was their 
third straight shutout. 
And 
for 
the 
highly 
effective 
Cabrillo defense, it was the third 
time this season they have held the 
opposition scoreless. 
Penalties 
and 
fumbles 
have 
plagued the Conqs through their 
first five games. What causes the 
lapses? 


“ I wish I had a simple answer to 
that,” says Jones. “One of our guys 
lined up offside three times Friday 
night, and another one did it twice. 
Neither one of them has ever done it 
before. And they won’t do it again.“ 
Fanning Cabrillo’s title hopes a 
little brighter was the performance 
of tailback Cecil Gordon. Cecil took 
his hand out of tape and his celebra­ 
ted running game out of mothballs 
as he stormed up and down the field 
for 174 yards in 14 carries. He was 
named offensive back of the week. 
“ We felt we could use him more 
with his hand recovered from its 
injury,” 
said 
Jones, 
explaining 
Cecil’s rebirth as a runner. “ He 
carried the ball more than he has 
before this season. He will go on 
helping us the rest of the season, of 
course. 


“The best thing Cecil did in the 
game was his blocking,” added 
Jones. 
Big A1 Driesbach, who has more 
balance than a bike with training 
wheels, came through with another 
routinely spectacular performance. 
He picked up 140 yards in 13 carries, 
marking only the fifth time in five 
games that he’s broken the century 
mark. In the opening game of the 
year he got 117 yards, but the patient 
Jones didn’t give up, and A1 has 
improved just about every game. 
In all, the Conqs picked up 346 
yards on the ground compared to 170 
for San Luis. 
Howard Comstock was named 
offensive lineman of the week for 
his 
outstanding 
consistency 
in 
blocking. The coaches rated him 91 
per cent effective after viewing 
films 
70 per cent is considered 
good Jones also cited Comstock’s 
excellent blocking technique. 
Al Quisenberry had eight first 
contacts on Tiger ballcarriers, high 
for a Cabrillo defender Friday, and 
was named defensive lineman of the 
game. He also turned in several key 
plays on two Cabrillo goal line 
stands 
Another big man in the Conq 
goaline stands was defensive back 
Tom Wittman, named the best in the 
game by the coaches. He made 
three first contacts and a big tackle 
for no gain on one of the stands. 
“ We did some good things,” said 
Jones, "but I’m disappointed we 
didn't score four or five times. Lack

In looking over the films of

Braves' head coach Jim Spruill 
would love to get out a pair of 
scissors, clip out just one play and 
burn that short few inches of film.

Salmon hot 


M. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
Happy days are here again as far as Avila and Port San 
Luis are concerned, with everything centering on the 
fabulous salmon fishing being experienced in local waters. 
Whilst the peak of the run may have been reached, still 
possible two fish per rod take is not to be sneezed at. 
For seven days last week, probably about the peak of the 
present schooling of kings, Harbor Associates report the 
302 boats launched brought in a catch of 1733 king salmon. 
An enviable record at any time or place! The fish are not 
small, averaging maybe fifteen pounds. Some few fish over 
30 pounds, with a monster 37 ^ pounds the big fish of the 
sports season. 
Of course one does run across the solitary unlucky 
individual who claims he never had a strike! The fault of 
course is not his, just bad luck. Or more probably, bad 
management! It is safe to say that almost everyone had at 
least one fish, whilst others with salmon know how were 
home early in the day with limits. 
Party boats “ Pico” and “ ABC” from Avila have had a 
banner season with many limits, coming home before mid 
morning. Weather has been good with the exception of one 
weekend that was partially windy and raining. 
The fish are schooling between Shell Beach and Oceano 
Beach, not too far from shore. Present indications that with 
the amount of forage fish in the area, the fishing may be 
good till the end of the season, mid November. 
Albacore fishing out of Morro Bay has been on the quiet 
side due to bad weather conditions up the coast. The long 
fins are still sixty to seventy miles from Morro Bay, and 
have so far shown no indications of coming farther south. 
On account of the extraordinary salmon fishing, few 
anglers are going after the bottom fish, the only exception 
being a few boats who limited early on salmon and topped 
off with a mess of good eating bottom fish. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Rain and cool weather somewhat dampened the spirits of 
fishermen over last weekend at Lake Nacimiento. But 
those who braved the elements were rewarded with fair to 
good catches of black and white bass, as well as some good 
sized crappie. 
White bass, newcomers to the lake, have continued to 
lead the way. They are most easily taken by trolling over 
submerged flats, using a Mepps or Yellow Rooster Tail 
lure. Anglers have thus been rewarded by also picking up a 
few large crappie as well as the odd black bass in their 
quest for white bass. Something we have noticed is that 
crappie will usually go for anything yellow, fly or lure 
Apparently fish are not color blind! 
Black bass fishermen working deep with plastic worms 
have done best. The bronze backs are not large, rarely 
scaling over two and a half pounds. Limits are not 
uncommon, quantity making up for quality. 
Lopez Lake having received a “ shot in the arm” of some 
6000 rainbows and a promise of more in the near future is 
producing better angling for the bank fishermen around the 
Cottonwood area. Anglers who have been constantly fishing 
here report a take of two to five per day. But as one old 
timer remarked, “ it just ain't fishin to stick a rod in a 
holder and await results! ” 
In the north central areas of the state fishing is 
improving. But in the higher elevations snow is already 
falling, with correspondingly low temperatures. Trinity 
County is the present hot spot. 
HUNTING 
Hunting over private lands for duck has paid off for one 
local angler, who reported that once the teal got out of the 
way, sprig and mallard were fairly plentiful. Limits were 
easily achieved. This in the Bakersfield and Los Banos 
areas. Hunting in the state operated refuges around the 
central part of the state found hunting fair to good, with 
probably a six bird kill being a fair average. Especially 
good in the Mendota area. 
Hunting in the Colorado River so far has been poor for 
wildfoul, but the DFG notes that the river does not get its 
main flights till mid November. 
Hunters in Owens Valley also found hunting on the very 
slim side, with mixed bags of mallard, pin tail and teal.

U PPER

ER, N.J. — (NEA) — There 
is a woman in my neigh­ 
borhood who each year at 
this time makes a special 
trip to the grocer’s to stock 
up on cartons of eggs, rolls 
of toilet paper, aerosol shav­ 
ing cans and blocks of wax. 
Then she distributes the 
goods to her children. 
And they in turn go out 
and “ celebrate” Halloween. 
At any other time of the 
year such a practice would 
be called contributing to the 
delinquency of minors. But 
at the end of October, it’s 
called arming the trick-or- 
treaters. As the mother with 
the munitions explains: “ I 
buy stuff for them because 
the stores will not sell to 
kids around Halloween. I 
don’t see anything wrong 
with it. It’s the kid's one 
night to howl. It’s good, 
clean fun.” 
Good clean fun? A police 
officer in this town calls it 
extortion. 
According to history, the 
incredibly cheeky customs 
of 
modern 
Halloween-ism 
had their beginnings in the 
Middle Ages. As the Chris­ 
tian church sought to elimin­ 
ate the 
old 
“ Allhallows” 
traditions (a festival of the 
dead), the rural populations 


of Ireland and Great Britain 
began 
substituting pranks 
and m is c h ie f for fear 
and paganism. Wandering 
groups of celebrants would 
cap chimneys, tear down 
gates or rattle windows— 
much the same, they felt, 
as real demons. 
The process of Halloween 
extortion (trick-or-treat) was 
originated in Ireland. Initial­ 
ly, Irish peasants went from 
door to door demanding food 
or other gifts. If they got 
it, fine. If they did not, the 
stingy homeowner was van­ 
dalized. 
The custom took grip in 
the United States in the lat­ 
ter part of the 19th century 
— largely unchanged from 
its dismal, senseless, Middle 
Ages beginning. 
And so it continues today. 
But som ewhat altered. 
There 
is 
no 
longer any 
“ either - or” 
proposition. 
Trick-or-treat is academic. 
Even if you pay off, you’re 
still likely to wind up, as did 
one of my neighbors last 
year, with the hose cut into 
noodles, two basement win­ 
dows broken, and the mail­ 
box pounded to a crunch. 
The younger children, of 
course, are not to blame. 
They are only looking for 
handouts. The cuties in the 
bunny costumes, the lads 
dressed up like skeletons — 
they are seasonal accesso­ 
ries with which nobody can 
reasonably quarrel. 
But when the girls get too 
big for the rabbit ears, or 
the boys outgrow the skel­ 


eton suits, it’s no longer just 
grins and goblins; it’s more 
often plain crime. 


For example, last Hallo­ 
ween a friend of mine spot­ 
ted a lad of 12 or 13 in his 
garage. The friend hollered. 
The kid started to run. The 
friend 
grabbed 
for 
him. 
missed, stumbled, skinned 
his leg, ruined a pair of 
slacks, and ended up, soon 
after, paying a couple hun­ 
dred dollars to repaint his 
acid-scarred automobile. 
Good clean fun? 
“ I was lucky,” says my 
friend. 
“ He 
could 
have 
thrown the acid in my face.” 
In truth, of course, there 
is very little acid-throwing 
on Halloween. And heavy 
damage is, in my town and 
most others, the exception. 
But, says a cop in a near­ 
by city: “ There is way too 
much potential for disaster. 
One time I caught a kid tak­ 
ing a mailbox apart, so I 
got out to question him. He 
got panicky, and then start­ 
ed yelling and swearing. I 
was really worried there 
that he’d take a pop at me. 
Well, fooling with a mailbox 
is one thing, but fighting 
with the policeman is a seri­ 
ous offense. The kid could 
have been in real trouble.” 
The cop says something 
should be done about Hallo­ 
ween 
mischief — for 
the 
sake of the mischief makers. 
And he’s right. There are 
too many kids in trouble as 
it is to allow (or to encour­ 
age) further breeding in the 
world of delinquency. 


The statistics make it 
plain. Last year, according 
to incomplete and under­ 
stated FB I records, there 
were at least 1,660.643 kids 
under 18 arrested (which 
was a fourth of all people 
of all ages arrested). In the 
last 10 years, according to 
the same FBI figures, ar­ 
rests of juvenile offenders 
have more than doubled. 


And it’s not just 16-17-year- 
old toughs. In 1970 at least 
22,000 youngsters under 10 
were arrested for larceny, at 
least 16,000 kids 11-12 years 
old were nabbed for bur­ 
glary, 
148,000 
kids 
13-14 
were charged with crimes 
against 
property, 
and at 
least 50.000 youths under 
age 15 were jailed for sim­ 
ple vandalism. 


The bleak fact is, say 
many of the nation’s lead­ 
ing law authorities, as many 
as nine of 10 children com­ 
mit arrestable offenses be­ 
fore their 18th birthday. 


Some of these youngsters, 
by the way, are caught on 
Halloween. 
And so. Call me a blue- 
nose, but I can’t go along 
with my munitions supplying 
neighbor. Good, clean fun? 
For whom? Not for the fel­ 
low on a budget who has to 
buy a new mailbox. Not for 
the police, who get no kicks 
out of chasing spooks. And 
not for the kids who get 
caught practicing this out­ 
dated rite of the Middle 
Ages.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 
taking sleeping pills and 
tranquilizers cause a man in 
his 50s to be impotent? 


Dear Reader—It might de­ 
pend on how tranquil the 
pills made him. There are 
a number of medicines that 
will have this effect, includ­ 
ing some medicine used in 
treating high blood pressure. 
There are many other causes 
though. A man with t h i s 
problem t a k i n g medicine 
should obviously talk it over 
with his doctor. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—1 have a 
{ 
iroblem which is very em- 
>arrassing to me as I work 
in an office all day. I have 
gas which I do pass all day 
long and it’s very embar­ 
rassing and 1 don’t know just 
what to do. 1 do not sit down 
much so it’s not from that. I 
do eat a lot of fruit and drink 
a lot of coffee. I have taken 
medicine but that did not 
help. Could you please tell 
me what I can do or take to 
help me? 


Dear Reader—I think you 
know what one of the prob­ 
lems may be. Stop that cof­ 
fee drinking and see if that 
won’t s o l v e the problem. 
Many people have excess 
gas from using excess cof­ 
fee. Often what people need 
to do is correct their living 
habits, not take more medi­ 
cine. Don’t switch to tea 
either or use colas. If you 
just love the taste of coffee, 
use one of the decaffeinated 
products. Also, fruit is excel­ 
lent for the diet but excess 


amounts in s o me people 
cause gas. Some people do 
not tolerate milk and using 
milk may cause them to 
form excess gas. Try these 
simple measures and if you 
still have trouble see your 
doctor for an examination. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I had a 
kidney removed because of 
an accident. My doctor tells 
me that I can live a normal 
life and do not h a v e to 
change my eating habits or 
restrict my diet in any way. 
Do you agree to this? 
Dear Reader — Yes. One 
good kidney is sufficient to 
do the job. Some people are 
born with only one kidney 
and suffer no ill effects from 
it. Nature actually did pro­ 
vide us w i t h a redundant 
system. You can get along 
with one good lung, one 
ovary, one testicle and only 
part of the liver. Even part 
of the brain is never used 
nearly to its capacity and 
some wags claim most of us 
don’t use any of our brain 
most of the time. 
The only catch is that the 
remaining kidney must be a 
good kidney. A urinary tract 
infection can be more ser­ 
ious or if you were to get 
a kidney stone that blocked 
the drainage of the kidney 
you wouldn’t have a spare 
kidney to take over the work.

Distortions 


Is there really a revolution in life styles 
going on among young people? 
“ Yes," according to psychologist Dr 
Nathan Deutsch. Young people, he says, 
are 
rejecting 
any 
“ work 
ethic' 
that 
involves effort and concentration in favor 
of a different kind of life style. 
“ It is a life style," he told a recent 
meeting ot the American Psychological 
Association, 
“ that reflects the use of 
drugs, an inability to relate well to other 
people, an unwillingness to compete, a 
constant need to escape the real world." 
Not all who accept this life style are 
drug users, he adds, but the culture is 
defined 
by 
film 
makers, 
writers and 
entertainers who flaunt the use of drugs. 


“ No," says economist and psychologist 
Dr. George Katona, who has directed 
national consumer attitude surveys tor the 
University ot Michigan's Survey Research 
Center for more than 20 years. 


“Some 
social 
critics 
have 
spoken 
recently 
of 
revolutionary 
changes 
in 
people's life styles. Young people are said 
to be different from their elders, and an 
increasing 
number 
of 
consumers 
are 
believed to say ‘No' to the consumer 
economy of ours. Concern with pollution 
and dissatisfaction with the quality of

goods and services are also thought to 
reduce consumer demand. " 
Yet, despite the “ simple" life styles 
professed 
by 
many of 
today's young 
people, 
he 
has 
found 
that 
their 
consumption 
patterns 
and 
aspirations 
after joining the labor force and forming 
families do not differ much from the same 
age groups 10 years ago. 
There have been certain changes in life 
styles, such as the trend toward more 
casual dress and the increased importance 
attached to leisure - time pursuits. 
“ Yet most ot our cherished leisure - 
time pursuits are expensive, 
he points 
out. “The two fastest growing American 
industries 
have 
been 
the 
recreation 
industry and the education industry. 
When queried about unfulfilled wishes 
and desires, people today mention as large 
a variety of things they would like to have 
as they did 10 or 20 years ago. says Katona. 
“ There are no indications of saturation." 
Like 
the 
blind 
men 
who 
examined 
different parts of an elephant and reported 
entirely dif ferent descriptions of the beast, 
Deutsch and Katona are probably both 
accurate in their description of “ youth. 
The question is, which one has his hands 
on the main body and which one is merely 
talking about the tail?

Candidates 


The county Primary election next 
June could be a free-for-all affair in 
at least two of the three races for 
Board of Supervisor positions, it is 
now becoming apparent. 
The five positions on the Board of 
Supervisors 
only 
pay 
$12,000 
annually each, but whenever they 
come up for grabs — as three do this 
coming June — they seem to be 
attracting a crowd of aspirants. 


We mentioned a possible six-man 
race developing in the Third District 
where Board chairman Daniel G. 
Grant, of Hope Ranch, may or may 
not seek reelection next spring 


Now that George H. Clyde, of 
Montecito, is giving up his First 
District position without a struggle 
next 
year, 
names 
of 
probable 
candidates are coming out of the 
woodwork in all directions. 


No fewer than nine names are 
being bandied about as possible 
candidates for the First District 


position 
which governs an area 
including portions of Santa Barbara 
now as well as Carpintería Valley 
and Montecito. 
Redistricting of South Coastal 
areas by the supervisors is known to 
have 
knocked 
out 
three 
other 
possible First District candidates 
who now find them selves in the 
Second District where no contest is 
slated this coming year 
Mayor Gerald Firestone, of Santa 
Barbara, is one of two mayors said 
to be considering entering the First 
District race. The other is Ernie 
. Wullbrandt, of Carpintería. If each 
enters the race, he may also find a 
member of city council in each city 
arrayed as an opponent, a number of 
insiders say. Former Carpintería 
Mayor 
Allan 
Coates, 
a 
council 
member there now. is mentioned as 
a possible candidate along with a 
Santa Barbara councilman. 
Friends have asked George Bliss, 
Jr., Carpintería businessman and 


former county planning commission 
member, to run for the office. But 
so far Bliss seem s to shy away from 
the possibility. 
Many feel G. Norman Bacon, of 
Montecito, a Planning Commission 
member from the First District, is 
highly qualified for the position. 
Clyde found the planning body a 
stepping stone to supervisor, and 
Bacon might be so inclined to give it 
a try, too. 
J. (Tim) Terry, Santa Barbara 
insurance executive, who has been 
before the voters before as a GOP 
Assembly candidate, is eying the 
post, friends say, and reports also 
link up Stephen Geremia, Montecito 
rancher, as a possible candidate. 
Former Sheriff Jam es Webster, 
asked by som e friends to consider 
running, gives every indication of 
being more amenable to getting a 
state commission appointment, if he 
is to return to politics. But he could 
be listed as a possibility, even so.

It is strange that a com mittee so

I say 
nuts, because criticism of the FBI 
needs to be evaluated with some 
reference to the evaluator’s general 
view of things. If there is anyone on 
the masthead of the new committee 
who has given ten minutes’ fruitful 
thought to the question of crime and 
punishment, 
with 
the 
possible 
exception of Mr Norman Dorsen of 
the 
ACLU, 
then 
there will 
be 
headlines 
indeed 
issuing out of 
Princeton this weekend, to cele­ 
brate the discovery of crime by this 
set. 
The most conspicuous figure in the 
Executive Council is Ramsey Clark 
Mr. Clark, who is a splendid fellow, 
wrote, alas, the most perverse book 
about morals since De Sade, the 
jurisprudential equivalent of The 
Greening of America. On top of that, 
Mr. Clark and Mr Hoover, who was 
a subordinate of Mr. Clark for a few

And Leonard 
Bernstein, whose devotion to the 
cause of the Black Panthers runs 
athwart J. Edgar Hoover’s warning 
a few years ago about the dangers of 
the Panther movement.
